t>een impaiit upon her financial policy 
and that naval stations have been con- 
ceded by her to the United Slices. 

"The negotiations as to the details 
of i hese naval stations are on the eve 
of completion They ara so sitnated 
as to prevent any idea that there is the 
intention ever to use them against Co- 
ta. or otherwise man for tho protec 
tiou of Ouoa from tbe assault* of for- 
eign foes and for the belter sift guard- 
ing of American interests in the wa- 
ters south of ns. 

"These Interests have been largelv 
increased by the oonseqnencee of the 
war with Spain and will tie still fur- 
ther increased by the building of tho 
isthmian canal. They are both mili- 
tary anil enonomio. 

"The granting to ni by Cnba of tho 
naval stations almve sllndoi! to is of 
the utmost tm]>ortanoo from a military 
staud|K>iut ami if proof of the good 
faith with which Cuba is treating us 

"Cuba has made great progress since 
her indep- mlunoe was established. She 
has advanced steadily in every way 
She already stands high among her sis- 
ter republios of tbe new world. Shu is 
loyally observing her obligations lo 
us. and she Is entitled to like treat- 
ment by us. 

"The treaty submitted to you for 
approval secures to the United States 
eoonomie advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not au American in- 
terest is sacrificed. By the treaty a 
large Cuban market is secured to our 
producers It is a market whioh lies 
at our doors which is already large, 
which is oapablo of great expansion 
and which it is especially important 
to the development of our export trade

to refuse to take advantage of snob op- 
portunity and to force Cuba Into mak- 
ing arrangements with other couutries 
to our disadvantage. 

"This reciprocity treaty stands by 
itself. It is demanded on considera- 
tion of nroad national policy as well 
as by our economic interest. It will 
do harm to no indnstry. It will bene- 
fit many industries. It is in the inter- 
est of onr people as a whole, both be- 
cause of its importance from the broad 
standpoint of international policy and 
because economically it intimately 
concerns us to devolop and seoure the 
rich Cuban market for our farmers, 
artisans, merchants and manufactur- 
ers. 

"Finally, it is desirable ns a guar- 
anty of the good faith of our nation 
toward her younger sister repub'lo to 
the sxntb, whose welfare most ever 
he closely bound with oars. We gave 
her liberty, . Wo are knit to her by 
memories of tbe blood and the oourage 
of our soldier* who fought for her in 
war; by the memories of Iho wisdom 
and integrity of our administrators 
who have saved her in peaoe end who 
started her so well on the difficult path 
of self government. We must help her 
onward and upward, and in helping 
her we shall help ourselves. 

"The foregoing considerations caused 
the negotiations of the treaty with 
Cuba and its ratification by the sen- 
ate. They now with equal foroe sup- 
port the legislation by the congress 
whidh by tho terms of the treaty Is 
necessary to render it operative. A 
failure to enaot snob legislation would 
oome perilously near a repudiation of 
the pledged faith of the nation. 

"I transmit herewith the treaty, as 
amended by the senate and ratified by 
the Cuban government.

BISHOP PKAISKS DARWIN. 

London. Nor II— It mar oomo at 
a surprise tn many churchmen that an 
Anglican bishop shonld >ay a public 
tribute to the work of Charles Darwin 
and frank I v state, a, an elementary 
truth, that the Bible Is not Infallible. 

This is what the bishop of Wake- 
field did in an address at 1,-eds on the 
teaching of the Bible to children, in 
the light of modern criticism. 

His lordship recognised the )kw,iIii1 
ity of offending the sn-oeptibilittes of 
some of his beaters hot explained that 
snob wounds as he might inflict would 
be the wounds of a friend. "Home 
jieople.” he added, "need wounding 
before they will awaken, and take a 
proper view of the Bible. ” 

Many of the questions asked bv the 
children revealed to parents nnd teach- 
ers that they themselves had no really 
anffioient answer to give and they 
were obliged tn pat thei|ncstinn aside. 

Three courses were open to them. 
Like many tlevnnt bnt not well in- 
formed persons, they might sunt their 
eyes and leave alone all mat did not 
harmonise with their old preoonoeived 
views shout Holy Writ; or they might 
give up their faltn and say that moil 
era science bad exploded the Bible; 
that the Christian religion wasa thing 
of the past. Between these two was 
the third ami the true oourso— to in- 
quire into these things. 

First, the nature of inspiration 
ought to bn understood. Scriptural 
inspiration was not a verbal, mechani- 
cal, absolutely accurate ami infallible 
inspiration — not an inspiration of 
pons, bnt of men, who siatuiwd their 
own characters open thoir writings — 
men who were not free from mistakes, 
but who were leal by tho inspiration 
of tho Holy Uhost to embody in their 
writings a revelation of Ood and tho 
offer of salvation to men in Christ 

For centuries It wss believed that 
every part of the Soriptnre was equal- 
ly inspired — texts had been twisted 
and tortured into meanings and fixed 
interpretations as absnrd as the Jewish 
cabbala. Even ednoated people bad 
found it a great relief to be told tuoh 
elementary truth* as these: 

The Hible is not infallible. 

The Bible ie not neoeeearily literal 
and exact. 

It ie not n scientific textbook. 

Tho books were not neoossnrilj 

. .. .... . 



written by the anthors whose names 
they hear. 

These names have absolutely no nu- 
thori'y, except old tradition of the 
Jewish ram . 

The old o ironology was not inspired 

The dates in the ordinary Hible are 
no guide to tho dates of the'booss. 

The world was not crawled 4001 
years before Christ. 

Many of the books are ocmijioHite | 
and some embody older reoerds like 
flints in chalk formations, others are 
hr more than one antiior, aud still 
others are admittedly oompilaLous of 
various historical ami traditional ac- 
oonnts. 

Once w« reali/.ed these facts aud mi 
detsfeiod the great purpose of inspire 
tiou we shonld lose the paraly ring and 
crippling fear nf answering truthfully 
the direct questions of children. 

Hcieutitioally aad morally (his lord- 
ship ooctinued) there bad been a great 
revelation slnoo the days of the Jew- 
ish writets. Charles Darwin bad placed 
not only scientific but also religious 
thought upon an altogether firmer ba 
sis, while the progmisive moral reve- 
lation was shown by the fact that the 
Jews allowed slavery, polygamy and 
many things wbioh we should never 
think of permitting today. 

The imprecatory clauses In the 
Psalms, in the bishop's opinion, are 
not fit for public worship, and he 
would be glad if permission were giv- 
en to omit them. 

For the rest, his lordship wonld 
have the Bible tanght from a literary 
point of view, with Oriental literary 
methods freely exhibited. Snob teach- 
ing wonld have a peculiar oharni. es- 
pecially for the older ohildren, bnt to 
ssx tbeui to believe in the litoral ao 
curacy of the Bible was to put astraiu 
upon the intelligence which it could 
not easily bear.

It is Thought Kentucky Will (let Per- 
manent Maneuver Ground* 



Kentucky seems to hare a good 
rhanoe to get a iwnnanent army man 
enver site. 

Dr. J. V. I*rawitt, of Weal Point, 
and Dr. F. Ooomlies, of Elizabeth- 
town, representing the United States 
Government, hare secured options on 
more tnan 20,000 acres of land lying 
south of the original surrey for the 
maneuver grounds near West Point. 
The options now cover over 80,000 
acres and the Government representa 
tires hope to secure about 100,000 
acres to make the reservation 00m 
plute. The oontemplatod reservation 
takes in bloomington, on the pike, 
Vine Grove, Red Hill and extends to 
within a half mile of Rineyville. 

All of the military anthorities who 
witnesaed the reoonl maneuvers ex- 
pressed the opinion that the original 
reservation was too atnall for extended 
maneuvers Dr. Prewitt then took 
np the plan of securing options on the 
large additional traot, and believes 
that he will have no difficulty now in 
•eourlog option* at a reasonable prioe. 

The olaitne against the government 
for damegee daring the manenvere 
have almoet all been eettled and the 
total amoant of damagee will be ebont 
110,000. The demand! of the prop- 
erty ownere have been reasonable and 
than has been little difficulty in 
effecting the eettlemrnte.

At first, after 1 had 
got to know him. he would give me 
now and then a letter to read, but as 
the tone became more and more 
anxious he ceased to let me read them, 
and 1 was glad enough of this. How 
he could read those letters and go the 
pare of the Noble Seven I could not 
see. Poor Bruce! He bad good im 
pulai-s. a generous heart but the per- 
mit nlgbta and the bunt* and the 
round ups and the poker and all the 
wild exceasee of the Company were 
more than be could stand. 

Then there were the two Hill broth- 
era. the younger. Hertie, a fair haired, 
bright fared y e u ngetei. none too able 
to look after btmaelf, but much in- 
clined to folliea of all degrees and 
aorta. Bat be was warm hearted and 
devoted to hla big brother, Humphrey, 
called Hump, who had taken to ranch- 
ing mainly with the Idea of looking 
after his younger brother. And no 
easy matter that was. for every one 
lilted the lad and in emiacqucuce helped 
him down. 

In addition to these there were two 
others of the original seven, hut by 
force of circumstances they were pre- 
vciitisl from any more than a nominal 
connection with the Company. Blake, 
u typical wild Irishman, had joined 
the jiollce at the Fort, und Gifford had 
got mnrrled and, ns Hill said, "was 
roped tighter 'n n steer." 

The Noble Company, with the cow 
boys that helped on the range und two 
ot three farmers that lived near the 
Fort, com | sand the settlers of the 
Swan Creek eountry-n atrange med- 
ley of people of ull ranks and nations. 
But while among them there were the 
evil hearted and evil living, still for 
the Noble Company I will say that 
never have I fulleu in with men braver, 
truer or of warmer heart. Vices they 
hnd, all too apparent and deadly, hut 
they were due rntlier to the circum- 
stances of their lives than to the na- 
tive tendencies of their hearts. 
Throughout that summer and the 
winter following I lived among them, 
camping on the range with them and 
sleeping in their shacks, bunching 
cattle in summer and hunting wolves 
In winter, uor did I. for I was no wiser 
than they, refuse my part on permit 
nights. But through all not a man 
of them ever failed to tie true to his 
standard of honor In the duties of com- 
radeship and brotherhood. 

CHAPTER III. 

Till! CO Ml. NU OP TUB PILOT. 

H E whs the first missionary ever 
s<-eu in the eountry, and it 
wus the Old Timer who named 
him. The Old Timer's advent 
to the foot til II eountry was pre- 
historic, and Ids Infiiicncc was in 
consequence Immense.

He took me 
into his confidence, telling me that 
though he lind volunteered for this far 
away mission field he was not nun b of 
a preacher and he was not ut all sure 
that he would succeed. But he meant 
to try. and lie was charmed at tlie tiro* 
pect of having one sympathiser at least 
Would I Is- kind enough to put III some 
conspicuous plan- tlie Inclosed notice, 
filling in tlie blanks u* 1 thought best?

On the whole I liked his letter. I 
liked its modest self depn-ctation. and 
I liked lu cool ■ssumpUou of my sym- 
pathy end co-operation. But I wus 
perplexed. I remembered that Sunday 
was the day fixed for the great bare 
ball match, when those from "Home,” 
a* they fondly called the land across 
the sea from which they had come, 
were to wipe the earth with all comers. 
Besides, “divine aarvltw” was an Inno- 
vation In Swan Creek, and I felt sure 
that like all Innovation* that suggested 
the approach of the east.

All next day, which was Saturday, 
uud. indeed, during the following 
week. 1 stood guard over my notice, en- 
joying the excitement it produced und 
the comments It culled forth. It was 
the advance wave of the great ocean 

of civilization which many of them 
hud Ih*mi glud to leave behind- some 
could have wished forever. 

To Itoliert Muir, one of the farmers 
newly arrived, the notice was a har- 
binger of good. It stood for progress, 
markets and a higher price for land, 
ulbelt be wondered "hoo he wad be 
keeplt up.” But hi* hard wrought, 
quick spoken little wife at bis elbow 
“hooted" his scruples and, thinking of 
her growing lads, welcomed with un- 
tnlxtsl satisfaction the coming of “the 
mcenlster." Her satisfaction waa 
scared by all the mothers and most of 
the fathers In the settlement, but Ivy 
the others, and especially by that rol- 
licking. roistering crew, the Company 
of tlie Noble Seven, the missionary's 
coming was viewed with varying de- 
grees of animosity.
